Moody, on .January I. I JKH. appoint* 
mm three members to the Board, leav­ 
ing none to in* appointed by Gover­ 
nor Sterling. 
After the convening of 
the legislature, however, one of the 
appointees failed to be confirmed by 
the Senate, thus enabling Governor 
terling to make one appointment at 
time. 
However, three lumbers* 
ms expired on January I, 1933, 
Sui under the law, Governor Sterl­ 
ing was entitled 
to three appoint­ 
ments at that time, as was Governor 
Moody on Ja n u a ry I, 1931. 
it may 
be noted also that Governor Sterling 
did not request the Senate to with­ 
draw 
tin* 
appointees 
of 
Governor 
Moody who preceded 
him. 
lf the 
Senate had acceded to the request of 
Governor 
Ferguson 
to 
return 
the 
Sterling appointees so that she might 
name in 
lieu 
thereof three others, 
then, under the law, January I, 1935,

Die Sen­ 
ate should not permit the succeeding 
governor to withdraw the nominees 
of Mrs.

The State Board of Education has 
to do with the educational welfare 
of the thousands o f 
school children 
I nd college young men and 
young 
women of this state, and it is of too 
much importance to he made a politi­ 
cal patronage proposition. 
It is ad­ 
mitted that tin* only r ea s on that the 
present governor requested that 
the 
jiytpointmeats he withdrawn was poli­ 
tical and nothing else.

I was and ani opposed 
to that sort of thing, not because it 
Is Mrs. Ferguson hut because I deem

state.

The press ut Board of E d­ 
ucation of nill)* members is doing a 
most excellent w ork in arranging a

vice at less cost. 
It is tho first hoard 
that 
we have

c o n n e c t io n 
with iii slate business that seems to 
have r eali ze d tin* n e c e s s i t y for cut­ 
ting down expenses and I. being cog­ 
nizant of that necessity, would like 
to see the present State Board of Ed­
